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A CENTURY OF ALKALI PRODUCTION 


If the production of sulfuric acid, caustic soda, 
and soda ash was ever terminated, every industry 
in the world would be forced to shut down. Just 
to what extent the millions of things which go to 
make up our present day complex civilization, 
depend on these important chemicals is seldom 
realized. So thoroughly has the world come to 
lean on them during the past hundred years that 
they have become key products, and, although less 
heard of and not so well known among the laity 
as coal, iron, lumber, and the like, they are equally 
important. The production of practically every 
manufactured article in existence, dates back in 
some manner to a point where sulfuric acid or an 
alkali played a part in the process. 

Although. Le Blane, the French chemist, was the 
originator of the process for the production of 
sodium carbonate and his method dates from 1791, 
the first real step in the foundation of the present 
world-wide alkali industry on a really commercial 
scale, was made by James Muspratt in 1823 near 
Liverpool, England. After moving about England, 
Muspratt finally settled at Widnes where he carried 
on alkali production, and his plant became the 
nucleus of the great industry at that place. His 
company later formed one of the combination which 
went to make up the United Alkali Co. in 1890. 
So it is exactly one hundred years ago this coming 
April that the foundation of what is to-day the 
United Alkali Co. was laid. 

Dating back to Muspratt’s original factory near 
Liverpool, the British chemical industry can point 
with pride to a century of uninterrupted alkali 
production by the same organization. The industry 
at Widnes is a monument to the tenacity and per- 
severance of the English chemist of a hundred 
vears ago. At the centenary of the United Alkali 

Yo. which will be held in England this April, Mus- 
pratt’s memory will be honored by the whole 
chemical world, and well it may be when the almost 
unsurmountable difficulties of ‘his early operations 
are considered. As for the company, the United 
Alkali, a hundred vears of service is something tc 
look upon with pride, but the five vears service 
during the late war created a record which eclipsed 
even the other ninety-five. It is a century’s record 
for industrial accomplishment. 





NOT UNTIL U. S. CLAIMS ARE PAID 


Certain Representatives in Congress who have 
championed the interests of enemy aliens, whose 
pronerty was seized during the war, are planning 
to increase from, $10,000 to $50,000 the limitation 





in the Winslow bill on the value of the property to 
be returned at this time. The provision made by 
the House Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee is ample. If the bill is passed some 28,000 
trusts, representing $45,000,000 in property, will 
be turned back to German and Austrian owners. 
In addition to this liberal arrangement the bill 
authorizes the Alien Property Custodian to turn 
over the current earnings of the sequestered proper- 
ties, amounting to $6,000,000 annually, to the orig- 
inal owners. 

Until the Mixed Claims Commission. completes its 
adjudication of claims and Germany makes provi- 
sion for the payment of damages suffered by Amer- 
ican interests, the satisfactory provisions of the 
Winslow bill should not be changed. Careful read- 
ing of the measure discloses that $10,000 payments 
on trusts exceeding $10,000 are authorized. The 
total expenditures under the bill are not easily 
ealeulated, but they will be heavy and far in excess 
of the amounts estimated by interested aliens. The 
provision against the return of property to any 
‘‘fugitive’’ under civil or military: law should be 
retained in the bill, if for no other reason than 
because it fits the case of Grover C. Bergdol! and 
his ilk. When the measure comes before the House 
every suggested change should be scrutinized and 
analyzed with extreme care, and any attempt to 
obtain greater concessions should be voted down. 





DANGEROUS DELAYS 


Near a month ‘has passed since the publication 
of the report of the Salesmen’s Exposition Com- 
mittee; and, as yet, there has been no outward 
sign of the inward change in spirit of the Exposi- 
tion Management upon which that report was pre- 
dicated. This is a poor start towards the revivified 
and broadened show which shall win again the 
support of the chemical manufacturers. 

But this, after all, is the affair of the Inter- 
national Exposition Co. They are the first bene- 
ficiaries. ,If they are willing to let slip the oppor- 
tunity for greater service to the industry and 
greater profit to themselves, plainly this is not 
the fault of the Salesmen’s Association. Possibly, 
it is of little concern to the industry at large, 
though forward looking men ean visualize the 
benefits to all of a real chemical exposition. 

Remembering that the Salesmen’s Committee had 
no authority, save that which falls to any dis- 
interested arbitrator—and no power save that of 
publicity. the results they accomplished are greater 
than we had anv reason to expect. They certainly 
defined the problem, and cleared the ground for 
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its solution. Without their good offices the man- 
agement would not have renewed their profit-shar- 
ing agreement, and the new basis of five per cent 
of the gross receipts is a shrewder bargain than 
the old ten per cent of the net profits. The pro- 
posed co-operative show would not have been re- 
moved from the picture had its promoters con- 
vineed the Committee that it would be a success. 
Appointed only to reeommend one or the other 
management for the backing of its members, the 
Salesmen have won coneessions and have saved 
time, effort and money for the industry. It was 
not within their duty to take over the show man- 
agement, nor within their power to fix rates, make 
up programs, allot space, buy advertising, design 
educational displays, or do any of a dozen such 
managerial odd jobs which some of its critics have 
tried to saddle upon it. The future of the Exposi- 
tion is not the work of the Salesmen’s Association: 
it is the work of the Exposition Management. 
This work in the past has been distinctly unsatis- 
factory to the industry: but they have a year of 
undivided support in which to retrieve lost interest. 
To de this means hard work that must be begun 
promptly. for all the chemical industry is not. vet 


convinced of the tangible value of the Exposition - 


to the maker of chemicals. 





CONTROL OF NARCOTICS 


_ Since the failure of The Hague Conference to 
control the production of opium and coea leaves, 
many suggestions have been made for minimizing 
illicit traffic in narcotics. Bills have been intro- 
duced in Congress providing heavy penalties in 
case of conviction, and the Government has sought 
to enforce the Harrison Act which gives authority 
to control the use of narcotics for medical purposes. 
Now comes a suggestion from the Chief of the 
Far East Division of the Department of Com- 
meree who recommends control of the transit of 
narcotics in international commerce. In other words 
he favors world-wide seizure of narcotics found 
on shipboard, under laws as drastic as the rules 
of war regarding contraband. 

Control of production has proved impracticable 
because even some nations that signed The Hague 
agreement permit the growers to plant crops and 
market the erude products. The control of the 
manufacture and distribution of opium and its 
derivatives and cocaine has increased the illegiti- 
mate trade and it seems to be impossible to prevent 
smuggling because of the ease with which narcotics 
can be concealed. It is possible that an inter- 
national agreement for search, seizure, and con- 
fiseation might reduce the illicit traffic, but without 
a movement to arouse the moral sentiment of the 
nation, the plan would fail of complete success. 
The medical profession must be appealed to. also, 
with a view to eliminating the criminal loxity 
with which nareoties are used in vreserintions 
thereby inoculating patients with the desire for 
opiates. 
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When the. Tariff Commission investigates the 
applications of dye importers: and manutacturers 
for a readjustment of rates on imported dyestuffs, 
the lists compiled by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce in collaboration with the Chem- 
ical Section of the Tariff Commission will be used 
as a basis for estimating the new rate, if any, 
which is to be assessed. January imports have been 
announced and a complete list with names of 
manufacturers in Germany, England, France, The 
Netherlands, and Switzerland, and amounts im- 
ported, appears in the news columns of Drug & 
CuemicaL Markets. Importers claim the present 
rates are too high; American manufacturers say 
the rates are too low. Hearings will be held by 
the Commission to settle the claims and these lists 
will be used as a basis. They make interesting 
reading in light of these facts.

What are some of the logical activities of an equip- 
ment association? asks Roberts Everett, secretary of 
the Chemical Equipment Association.

Included in the first named is such co-operative work 
as the Chemical Equipment Association is now under- 
taking with the government in relation to export mar- 
kets. Included in it is such clearing to its membership 
of domestic market information as the Chemical Equip- 
ment Association is now performing. Many other 
phases of market expansion are possible, even reaching 
to the public as a whole, if necessary. 

The realm of chemistry is not a single and isolated 
state, nor are its workers unionized. It is, instead, a 
Commonwealth of Federated Nations, each rich in re- 
sources of its own which require special aptitudes for 
their development.—Arthur D. Little.

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A Hundred Years In Alkali Production 


Developments of the Past Caaten in Commenced Production of 
Caustic, Ash and Bleach, Epitomized in the History 
of the United Alkali Co. in England 





N 1775, when the French Acad-

emy of Science offered a prize 
for the discovery of an inex- 
pensive method for the preparation 
of common soda from salt, the first 
step in the deveopment of the pres- 
ent colossal and world-wide alkali 
industry was taken. The man who 
won the prize and patented the 
process in 1791 which carried his 
name, and was used for over fifty 
years for the exclusive produc- 
tion of sodium carbonate, was the 
Frenchman, Nicholas’ Le Blanc. 
Although Le Blanc worked out the 
soda process, Scheele, a Swedish 
chemist, had previously isolated 
chlorine from common salt. 
Le Blanc was producing on a 
commercial scale, which was in 
reality very: small, at his plant in

Although alkali was important a 
hundred years ago, it is very doubtful 
if James Muspratt ever dreamed that 
it would assume the position which it 
has in the industrial world of 1923. At 
the present time, without caustic or 
ash, every industry of the world would 
have to shut down, so closely have 
the alkalies become interwoven with 
vital key industries.

St. Denis, but his operations were 
cut short by seizure of his works by the French Rev- 
olutionists following the death of his patron, the Duke 
of Orleans. Le Blanc received no indemnity and was 
thrown into distressing poverty. In 1806, the factory 
was returned to Le Blanc by Napoleon, who fostered 
scientific ventures as a means of furthering his am- 
bitious wars. The need of soda for war purposes in 
France was great, but Le Blanc found his returned 
property practically useless and was without capital. 
As he was an old man and poor, Le Blanc sought 
refuge in a local workhouse, where he shortly after 
committed suicide. This ended the alkali industry in 
France, at least temporarily, and it was left for Mus- 
pratt, a close friend of the unfortunate Le Blénc, to 
begin production in England on a basis which really 
marked the beginning of the great alkali industry 
of to-day. 

At the same time, the Napoleonic Wars were 
really the cause of postponing the development of 
the alkali industry in England for a quarter of a 
century because it was not until 1823 when the re- 
moval of a tax of £30 per ton on salt, permitted the 
development of soda production without restrictions. 
The first alkali works was erected in England in 1823 
by James Muspratt at Liverpool, the centenary cele- 
bration of which will be held in April. At the same 
time, Charles Tennant, who had _ discovered’ the 
method of liberating chlorine from salt and then ab- 
sorbing it in hydrated lime to form ordinary bleach- 
ing powder back in 1790 revolutionized bleaching in 
1823 by turning out the product at a low price from 
tax-free salt. These initial commercial operations were 
the actual foundations of the present great alkali in- 
dustry. 

Although alkali production by chemical processes 
dates back to the Le Blanc factory in France, disturbed 
political conditions there, the French Revolution, Na- 
poleon‘s regime and its demise, the destruction of Le 
Blanc’s plant, and the death of the inventor by sui- 
cide, all tended to retard actual developments. The

cated his plant at Widnes in 1850 
where freedom from litigation as a result of the hy- 
drochloric acid fumes, was secured owing to the iso- 
At the same time, it was near 
salt deposits, coal mines and the coast. Shortly there- 
after, however, William Cosgrove discovered the method 
of absorbing the hydrochloric gas in water by passing 
it through towers packed with coke over which water 
dripped. This not only eliminated’ the nuisance of the 
escaping gas, but provided a supply of muriatic acid 
which was destined to become almost as valuable as 
the soda produced by the Le Blanc process. 

As other factories sprang up at Widnes, this place 
soon became the center of the British chemical in- 
dustry. With competition and many leaders working 
on the same problems, developments in the alkali field 
were rapid. The production of hydrochloric acid on 
a big scale soon found stocks exceeding demand for 
the acid, and a means of using this product was looked 
for. In 1870, Henry Deacon who had established the 
firm of Gaskell, Deacon & Co. at Widnes, worked out 
the process for the production of chlorine from hydro- 
chloric acid by oxidation of the latter through the 
medium of copper chloride as a catalytic agent. 


‘Solvay Process Comes Into Use 

Up until 1880, the Le Blanc process continued to 
form the mainstay of alkali production, but from that 
time forward it has been gradually displaced by Solvay 
and electrolytic processes for sodium carbonate, caustic 
soda, and chlorine. Ernest Solvay, a Belgian chemist, 
after research for a number of years on the process 
which bears his name, worked out a method of using 
it on a commercial scale in 1863 at his plant in 
Couillet, Belgium. It took about thirty or forty years 
for it to make any headway against the firmly in- 
trenched Le Blanc process. In 1872, a Solvay factory 
was running and some three thousand tons of soda 
were turned out. Origin of the Solvay process really 
dated back beyond Solvay’s work, two British chem- 
ists, Hemming and Dyer having patented a similar 
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process in 1838, but were unable to work it on a com- 
mercial scale. The first British firms to adopt the 
Solvay method were the United Alkali Co. at their 
Fleetwood plant, and Brunner & Mond at Norwich. 

Because of the hydrochloric acid which was secured 
as a by-product from-the Le Blanc process, this 
method was difficult to displace by the newer process. 
However, another factor which also aided toward the 
Le Blanc process displacement as the chief soda pro- 
ducing means of the world, was the development in 
engineering which permitted the cheap production of 
electrical energy, particularly by means of water power. 
By means of the electrical power, a simple electrolysis 
of salt solution produced direct the chlorine gas and 
a solution of caustic soda. The latter was merely 
crystallized, purified, and shipped without further pro- 
cessing. The chlorine was made into bleaching powder. 
Sodium carbonate continued to be made by the Solvay 
ammonia-salt process which is still in wide use to-day, 
although production from electrolytic caustic soda 
liquor by carbonating may eventually replace it. The 
Castner process, first used in 1892, and later the Cast- 
ner-Kellner apparatus, represented a later development 
of the electrolytic cell in alkali production and was 
first used in the United States. 


Electrolytic Alkali Production 

As early as 1851, attempts to make caustic and 
chlorine by electrolysis of common salt solution were 
attempted, but proved unsuccessful owing to the dif- 
ficulty of separating the caustic in solution from the 
salt and other impurities formed. Deacon and Hurter, 
English chemists, worked on the electrolytic process 
from 1887 on, but Castner’s method which made use of 
mercury as a means of removing the sodium and con- 
sequent formation of caustic by reaction with water. 
came out in 1892. This type of cell for caustic was 
by no means fully successful at the beginning. The 
later development of the Gibbs Diaphragm Cell in the 
United States, however, brought this process nearer per- 
fection. The British rights for this patent were pur- 
chased by the United Alkali Co. shortly after its de- 
velopment. 

From 1884 until 1894, the Le Blanc process rapidly 
lost ground to the newer Solvay process for the pro- 
duction of sodium carbonate. In 1884, 545,500 tons of 
soda were made by the Le Blanc process as against 
163,100 tons by the Solvay method. In 1894, 456,000 
tons were turned out by the old method and 776,000 
tons from Solvay plants. To-day, about 95 per cent. 
of soda ash is made by the Solvay process. These 
figures represented production from all countries of 
the world as follows:

The forward movement of the Solvay process in 
England during the eighties, ate deeply into the busi- 
ness of the various manufacturers still using the Le 
Blanc process. The Solvay process was patented and 
could not be used then by the British manufacturers. 
As a consequence, in 1890 practically all the alkali 
manufacturers of Britain, still using the Le Blanc 
process, consolidated to form the United Alkali Co., 
a combination dating back to the original plant of 
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James Muspratt on the banks of the Mersey River in 
1823. Two years later in 1892 when the patents on the 
Solvay process expired, the United, quick to realize 
the value of the new process, erected a plant to pro- 
duce soda at Fleetwood and thereafter became a lead- 
ing factor in this business. 


Developments in the United States 
Prior to 1881, practically all the alkali used in the 


‘United States was imported mostly from the great works 


at Widnes. At that time, however, William B. Cogs- 
well and Rowland Hazard secured the American rights 
for the use of the Solvay process, the property of 
Ernest and Alfred Solvay of Brussels, Belgium, the 
inventors. Cogswell conceived the idea of starting 
soda ash manufacture in the United States, and after 
forming the Solvay Process Co., selected Syracuse, 
N. Y., for his first factory owing to the abundance of 
salt deposits and natural brines available there. Row- 
land Hazard furnished the financial backing for the 
enterprise. 

The first plant began operations at Syracuse in 1881 
with a total output of 30 tons per day. Since that 
time, the total production of alkali in the United States 
has increased to 2,000,000 tons per year, which growth 
has kept pace with the expansion in the American 
textile, glass, soap, paper and other alkali-consuming 
industries. In spite of the beginning of production in 
1881, imports continued to come here, butin decreasing 


-volume for twenty-five years. During the last fifteen 


years, however, the American market has seen no foreign 
alkali due to the lower prices ruling in the United 
States due to larger quantity production and the almost 
limitless. raw materials. Due to American improve- 
ments in the Solvay process, the quality of American 
alkalies is stated to be superior to the goods made 
abroad. When soda ash was first manufactured by 
the original Le Blane process, which was cumbersome 
and wasteful, soda ash prices ranged from $190 up 
to $400 per ton. To-day, American makers are supply- 
ing basis 49 per cent. ash at $24.00 per ton at works, 





LIST SHARES TO REBUILD OPPAU WORKS 


New shares of the Chemische Fabrik Griesheim 
Elektron of Frankfort, Germany, amounting to 120 
million marks, have been admitted to the Berlin 
Bourse, and their admittance to the Frankfort Bourse 
is expected to follow. These shares comprise the issue 
of January 1922, 10 millions (dividend bearing from 
Jan. 1, 1922), as a contribution towards the recon- 
struction of the devastated works at Oppau destroved 
by explosion in 1921, and the issue of October, 1922, 
of 110 million marks, also dividend bearing from Jan. 
1, 1922. According to a prospectus published in the 
“Frankfurter Zeitung,” dividends in 1917, amounted 
to 16 per cent., 1917 to 7 per cent. and 1919 to 12 
per cent. on a capital of 25 million marks; in 1920 to 
16 per cent. on 45 million marks; and in 1921 to 
27 per cent. on 100 million marks. The business dur- 
ing 1922 leads one to assume that the financial re- 
sults for 1923 with the increased capital stock will be 
satisfactory, says, F. T. F. Dumont, American Consul 
at Frankfort. In the various factories of the com- 
pany there are employed about 11,600 workers and 
2.800 clerks and officials. °

These statistics are for the use of the Tariff Commis- 
sion in determining the correct tariff rate under the 
Fordney-McCumber Act, if applications for changes in 
the schedule are received.

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NO SHORTAGE OF DYES IN AMERICA, 
SAYS HERTY, IN SPITE OF RUHR ALARM 


Expcrts of German Colors and Synthetic Organic Chem- 
icals Likely to Cease, but U. S. Industry Will be Able 
to Supply Textile Demand—Other Synthetic Chem- 
icals also Availabie 

(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Boston, Feb, 14.—“Fortunately for American textile 
industry and other users of dyes and synthetic organic 
chemicals, the most recent industrial development in 
the Ruhr Basin carries with it no alarm, for by virtue 
of the stimulation of the war period, there now exists 
an American synthetic organic chemical industry, in 
position of suflicient strength to insure against any 
suffering through lack of foreign chemicals,” said Dr 
Chas. H. Herty, President of the Synthetic Organic 
Chemical Manufacturers Association of the U. S., in 
the course of an address on “The Present Status of the 
American Synthetic Organic Chemical Industry,” before 
the Northeastern Section of the American Chemical 
Society at the Engineers Club, Boston, Mass. 

“The American consumer would scarcely feel the 
result of the complete stoppage of German colors, so 
well has the American industry progressed during the 
six years of its existence. The American textile manu- 
facturer has perhaps not had it brought sharply to 
his attention how difficult a position he might find 
himself in within the next few months were conditions 
now as they were in 1916. 

“Let me give one example which is indicative of the 
savings which may accrue in all lines eventually. When 
we consider the increased cost of raw material and of 
labor as compared with pre-war figures, sulfur black 
and indigo, two staple large-tonnage products, are sell- 
ing at remarkably low figures, due entirely to efficiency 
in manufacture and keenness of domestic competition. 
German pre-war export prices of sulfur black and indigo 
were 10c and 13c respectively while the present Amer- 
ican prices are loc and 20c, a variation far less than 
the average index figures would lead one to expect. 

“During the year, the industry was subjected to <« 
most searching investigation by a committee of the 
United States Senate on the charge of ‘monopoly.’ 
Laughable as this charge sounds to anyone who has 
given the slightest attention to the industry, nevertheless 
this investigation furnished the best of all means for 
combatting the malicious propaganda which had sought 
to throttle the young but vigorous American industry. 
At its conclusion the Chairman of the committee stated 
that not one scintilla of evidence had been presented 
supporting the charge. 

“To add ‘to the trials and anxieties of our manufac- 
turers during the year, there came the sudden and un- 
expected suit of the Government against the Chemical 
Foundation for the return of patents seized during the 
war and sold to that organization. Proclaimea more 
like a political diatribe than a judicial procedure the 
filing of that suit brought uncertainty as to the status 
of licensees who had invested large sums in manufac- 
turing operations. As time has passed, however, assur- 
ance have been given that even if the Government suc- 
ceed in the suit, all effort will be made to protect the 
interest of licensees. On the other hand, the decision 
of Judge Augustus N. Hand‘in the case of Junker vs. 
Chemical Foundation, Inc., in the matter of infringe- 
ment of patent rights on aeroplane parts, gives fair 
basis for the belief that the suit of the Government 
against the Chemical Foundation, which will begin on 
April 23, 1923, will be unsuccessful. It was an important 


point which Judge Hand faid down when he held in 
this decision that the Alien Property Custodian held 
these patents for the public good.” 
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ENEMY ALIENS MAY GET $6,000,000 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 14.—By a late amendment 
to the Winslow bill, which also provides for the re- 
storation of German, Austrian and Hungarian trusts, 
when they do not exceed $10,000, the House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee voted, last week, to 
turn over the current earnings of the sequestered prop- 
erties, which Colonel Thomas W Miller, Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, estimates at approximately $6,000,000 a 
year. 

Provision is made for the return of all ex-enemy pat- 
ents, which have not ‘been sold, licensed or made the 
subject of litigation. However, as the most valuable 
patents and trade marks have been sold to the Chemi- 
cal Foundation, or taken over by the Navy or Army, 
this amendment is not expected to have much effect. 

In another amendment provision was made for the 
iuzmediate restoration of all property of associations or 
corporations, organized or having their principal place 
of business outside of Germany, Austria or Austro- 
Hungary, when the control at the time of seizure was 
vested in others than the former enemy aliens. Alien 
Property Custodian Miller pointed out that part of the 
stock of the Botany Mills, in New Jersey, and the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Co., of Perth Amboy, 
were owned by others than citizens of the former en- 
emy countries, Germany and Austria. 

The bill contains a provision against the return of 
such property to any fugitive under civil or military law. 
This is intended to prevent return of any property 
claimed by Grover C. Bergdoll. 

An effort will be made on the floor to have the 
amount of property to be returned increased from $10,- 
000 to $50,000. As payments of $10,000 on larger claims 
and trusts are authorized in the bill, the total payments 
would become enormous if the increase to $50,000 is 


adopted. 





WHAT DR. LANDIS SAW IN THE RUHR 

Although Germany’s exports dropped from 75,000,- 
000 tons in 1913 to 20,000,000 in 1922, the total values 
of the two years remain about the same due to the 
higher values of recent exports. Production in Ger- 
many is below normal and exports are decreasing to 
about a million tons a month, declared Dr. W. S. Lan- 
dis, of the American Cyanamide Co., atthe joint meeting 
of local chapters of chemical societies held under the 
auspices of the American Electrochemical Society at 
the Chemists’ Club, New York, last Friday evening. 
Dr. Landis, who recently returned from a visit to sev- 
eral European countries, spoke on “Observations on 
IndustrjaJ Conditions in Europe.” Harold E. Bishop, 
Eastern manager of the Radium Company of Colorado. 
also spoke on “The Present Situation in the Radium 
Industry.” 

Speaking of the Ruhr situation, Dr. Landis said one 
half of Germany’s coal supply comes from the Ruhr 
district and with this supply cut off industry would suf- 
fer severely. In speaking of the decline of the German 
mark, Dr. Landis said repairs to a gear in a plant cost 
as much now as did the whole plant originally. Wages, 
he stated, are usually paid in advance for the current pe- 
riod. Owing to the fluctuations in the value of the 
mark’, buyers are now compelled by law to pay at the 
current rate at the time of payment and not at the rate 


at the time of buying.

NO REPARATION DYES FOR WU. S. 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 14—Word has just leaked 
out in Washington that the Reparation Commission has 
passed a formal resolution by which reparation dyes 
which were originally intended for the United States 
are to be distributed among the other Allies. This 
means that no reparation dyes will be sent to the 
United States unless special action is again taken by 
the Reparation Commission. 

The passing of this resolution was apparently due to 
the inaction of the State Department. Government of- 
ficials refuse to discuss the question and it is not 
known just when the report was received in Washing- 
ton except that it was “recently.” 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Wadsworth, who 
will attend the reparation conference in Paris on 
March 1, has not yet been informed what his position 
shall be on reparation dyes. 





Rhenish-Westphalian smelters have cancelled their 
contracts with Lorraine mines, and new contracts run- 
ning to 1932 have been signed with Swedish mines, ac- 
cording to reports from Berlin.

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AMERICAN. COTTON OIL CO. SHOWS 
FINANCIAL GAINS OVER YEAR AGO 
Closing of Plants Does Not Reduce Its Crushing! Re- 
quirements Below Capacity Used in Last Ten Years 
—Plans For Retiring Gold ‘Notes—Balance Sheet 


The balance sheet ot the American Cotton Oil Co. 
as of Dec. 31, 1922 shows a profit and loss surplus of 
$3,415,109 as compared with $4,210,189, Aug. 31, 1922. 

Reports to the effect that the American Cotton Oil 
Co. has abandoned its cottonseed oil business, that 
it has withdrawn from the cottonseed crushing business 
and mis-statements concerning the terms of its secur- 
ities have led the management to make the following 
announcement: 

“The American Cotton Oil Co. has not abandoned 
its cottonseed oil business, has no intention of aban- 
doning it and has every confidence in its continued 
growth. The company has closed down a few of its 
cottonseed crushing mills for the season as it al- 
ways has done where local conditions made it advisable. 
Some of these plants which have been closed down may 
never be operated again, but the company would still 
have sufficient crushing capacity for its needs and suf- 
ficient to crush as much cottonseed as it has crushed 
any year in the last ten. 

“There will mature on Sept. 2, 1924, $8,000,000 5-yr. 
6% gold notes, the original issue being $10,000,000. 
One million five hundred thousand of these notes have 
already been retired in accordance with the terms of 
the issue, as will be $500,000 additional this year. The 
ratio of current assets to current liabilities on Dec. 
31, 1922, was about three and one-half to one as 
against a little less than three to one as of Dec. 31, 
1921. The volume of sales of the company’s products 
as well as the financial results for the first five months 
of this fiscal year show a distinct improvement over 
the same period a year ago.”

Quiet conditions continue in the heavy chemical 
market in so far as spot buying is concerned. A few 
seasonal commodities are moving in fairly good volume 
but demand on the whole has fallen off considerably 
during the last two weeks.

Nitrate is moving fairly 
good. Barium salts are quiet. Salt cake continues 
scarce.

Advices reaching Washington 
are to the effect that Canadian exports can be matert- 
ally increased. 
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POTASH FOR 1000 YEARS IN NEW JERSEY 

During the World {War, just before the armistice 
the United States Geological Survey, in co-operation 
with the Department of Conservation and Develop- 
ment of New Jersey, began an investigation to de- 
termine the potash content of the greensand marl in 
this belt. Five type areas were explored by borings 
and the results were used to obtain specific estimates. 
These areas are at Salem and Woodstown, in Salem 
County; Sewell, in Gloucester County; Somerdale, in 
Camden County; and Elwood Road in Burlington 
County. The data thus gathered were supplemented 
by published and unpublished well records and by ine 
formation on file in the State offices at Trenton. 
Moderate estimates’ show that the New Jersey green- 
sands contain 256,953,000 short tons of potash (KO) 
that could be mined from open pits, enough to supply 
the needs of the United States, as shown by the pre- 
war importation, for nearly a thousand years. Lime- 
sand also has ‘been found in probkble commercial 
quantities as far north as Wrightstown. 

Several companies have undertaken to produce pot- 
ash from New Jersey greensand, and some of the 
companies have marketed small quantities of ptash, 
though none is actually producing. A detailed report 
entitled “Potash in the Greensands of New Jersey,” 
by George R. Mansfield, has just been published by 
the United States Geological Survey as Bulletin 727. 





DECLINE IN ZINC SMELTING 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 14.—A decrease in the ac- 
tivities of the establishments engaged primarily in the 
smelting and refining of zinc during 1921 as compared 
with 1919 is reported by the Census Bureau. The total 
value of products amounted to- $37,483,000 in 192i and 
to $104,123,000 in 1919 a decrease of 64 per cent. 
The decrease in production has been accompanied by 
decreases in the number of persons employed, in the 
total amount paid during the year in salaries and 


. wages, and in the cost of materials. Considerable fluc- 


tuation is noted in the monthly employment of wage 
earners during 1921. In January, the month, of maxi- 
mum employment, 7,368 wage earners were reported; 
and in August, the month of minimum employment, 
5,109—the minimum representing 69.3 per cent of the 
maximum. The returns indicate that the combined out- 
put of all establishments was approximately 37 per cent 
of the maximum capacity, based upon a demand requir- 
ing full running time. 





All details toward co-operation between American 
and Sicilian sellers of sulfur in Europe have been 
agreed upon, and the final step is ratification by the 
Italian Government. Prices have been stabilized around 
$20 per ton, or that prevailing in 1921 and the first 
half of 1922. Production of Sicilian mines for the first 
eleven months of 1922 amounted to 129,113 tons com- 
pared with 221,672 tons for the same period in 1921. 
The monthly production in Sicily is only 8,000 tons 
per month, which is not more than the weekly produc- 
tion of any one of the American companies. 


A rich quicksilver vein, said to extend for over seven 
miles on the surface and to vary in width from 2 to 
6 feet, has been discovered near the village of Kita 
Uonome in the upper Goto Archipelago of Japan, the 
Department of Commerce hears. Assays show the ore 
to be very rich containing 18 per cent of quicksilver, 
and preliminary excavations indicate that the vein in- 
creases in thickness the deeper it is followed.

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SUGAR SHORTAGE IN 1923 PREDICTED 


The production of sugar for 1923 is only 125,000 tons 
greater than in 1922, and the consumption needs are 
estimated at 725,000 tons above production. The out- 
standing fact of the present sugar situation is that 
Cuba had only 8,500 tons of old-crop sugar on hand at 
the end of last December, in contrast with the 1,200,- 
000-ton carry-over that was causing grave anxiety a 
year ago. This means says an analysis by the Food- 
stuffs Division of the Department of Commerce, that 
with its record crop of 4,000,000 tons, Cuba disposed of 
5,200,000 tons of sugar in 1922. The distribution was 
effected through the exportation of over 4,000,000 tons 
to the United States, some 850,000 tons of which (in 
terms of raw sugar) went to Europe after refining, and 
the shipment of another 850,000 tons to Europe direct. 
Thus Europe was supplied with 1,700,000 tons toward 
her deficit of 2,300,000 tons, most of the remainder com- 
ing from Java. The 3,000,000 tons of Cuban sugar that 
remained in this country, combined with the production 
of the United States and its possessions, was just about 
sufficient to supply the record United States consump- 
tion of nearly 5,500,000 tons (raw sugar). 

Th American Sugar Refining Co. advanced its quo- 
tation of refined sugar 4c to 7%c a pound. E. Atkins 
& Co., representing the Pennsylvania Sugar Co., has 
advanced the price of refined sugars 3 points to 7.30c, 
less 2 per cent for cash. Arbuckle Bros. advanced the 
price of all grades of refined sugars 10 points to 7c, less 
2 per cent for cash. The Warner Sugar Refining Co. 
advanced its price of refined sugars 15 points to 7.15c, 
less 2 per cent for cash, shipment on or before March

Although intermediates are moving into consuming 
channels in fairly good quantities on previously placed 
contracts, business in the spot market is quiet. In the 
resale market there is very little doing since manufac- 
turers are in control of the situation. A number of items 
are being neglected entirely, while others are in active 
demand and production is behind. H acid manufacturers 
are having difficulty in supplying the trade and their 
production is sold well in advance.

CHINA IMPORTS MORE U. S. DYES 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, Feb. 14.—In the list of countries import- 
ing dyestuffs from the United States during the month 
of December, which has just been released by the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, is the state- 
ment that China imported 916,659 pounds of dyestuffs 
from this country, or a gain of about 200,000 pounds 
over the previous month. 

The total exports of coal-tar colors, dyes and stains 
from the United States during December were 1,307- 
272 pounds valued at $446,365 and of color lakes 64 
pounds valued at $103, according to figures made public 
by the Department of Commerce. Exports of logwood 
extract during the month aggregated 144,117 pounds 
valued at $24,114 and of other vegetable dye extracts 
exports aggregated 177,123 pounds vaJued at $28,521. 

Thirty-seven countries imported coal-tar dyes from 
United States during’ December. China took 916,659 
pounds valued at $204,293; Quebec and Ontario took 
205,741 pounds valued at $106,819; Japan took 60,649 
pounds valued at $51,348; British India took 49,607 
pounds valued at $20,318; Mexico, 16,498 poufids valued 
at $14,619, and Argentina 13,984 pounds valued at $15,- 
012. Belgium took 7,809 pounds of coal-tar dyes valued 
at $4,532; France took 1,060 pounds valued at $1,563; 
England 120 pounds valued at $210, and Switzerland 
440 pounds valued at $566. These are the countries 
which are supposed to be over-stocked with German 
reparations dyes. 





The collapse of the German mark and the high 
French tariff rates are resulting in serious curtailmen: 
of the Luxemburg tanning industry, according to a re- 
port from Consul General George E. Anderson, Rot- 
terdam. In former years about 80 per cent of the dis- 
trict’s output of leather found its market in either 
France or Germany. 


United States exports of coal-tar dyes to Japan 
dropped from 2,244,046 kin in 1920 to 658,757 kin in 
1921. One kin equals 1.323 pounds. During the same 
years Germany’s exports to Japan gained from 588,664 
kin in 1920 to 3,011,496 kin in 19Z1. Great Britajn 
dropped from 190,375 kin in 1920 to 70,733 in 1921. 


Japan imported 16,438 piculs of artificial indigo in 
1921 compared with 3,635 piculs in 1920. Of this 
amount the United States supplied 1,567 piculs in 1921 
and 898 in 1920. Germany led with 10,953 in 1921 and 
1,584 in 1920. France supplied 2,478 piculs in 1921 
and 369 in 1920. One picul equals 133.31 Ibs.

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DYE IMPORT RULES HAVE BEEN DRAFTED 

The tentative rules and regulations governing the 
customs appraisal of imported dyes are expected to be 
ready and in operation about Feb. 15. The draft of 
the new rules, as prepared by the appraising officers of 
New York, has been submitted to the Treasury De- 
Partment and it is believed that several days will be 
consumed studying’ the draft and making any neces- 
sary changes. The rules as issued, it is understood, 
will be of temporary nature only and subject to change 
where such change may improve the method of ascer- 
taining the tariff values of incoming dyes. It had 
been hoped by Ernest W. Camp, chief of the Cus- 
toms Division that the tentative form of regulations 
would be ready to mail to representative importers and 
domestic producers. for their study and suggestions 
before the final form is adopted so, that the form could 
be put into operation this week. 

The New York appraiser’s stores will be the only 
place where customs officers will be equipped to give 
proper and prompt appraisal of imported dyes. There 
will ‘be nothing in the new customs regulations to 
compel importers to bring their dyes to New York, 
and the Constitution forbids discrimination between 
ports of the United States, yet practically all dye im- 
ports, sooner or later, will have to come through this 
port. If shipments of dyes are sent to other ports in 
the country, it will mean that samples will have to 
be sent to the New York stores for examination and 
appraisal, so that liquidation will be delayed just as 
long as is required to send samples to New York and 
return them.

(High prices and scarcity of supplies in the oil mar- 
ket is restricting business. The primary markets are 
exceedingly short of materials and the shipments com- 
ing into this country are of small volume.

St. Louis, Feb. 14—The Mineral Refining and Chem- 
ical Conp., manufacturers of pigments, filed a vol- 
untary petition in bankruptcy on Jan. 29, listing liabil- 
ities of $1,481,322 and assets $35,421. The company’s 
plant is on: the River des Peres and the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad. 

Officers of the company are: Jose Marimon of Ha- 
vana, Cuba, president; Charles A. Houts, St. Louis 
attorney, Boatmen’s Bank Building, vice-president; 
Thomas J. Coule, St. Louis, secretary; City Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte, treasurer, and E. Buxo Canel, 
general manager. 

The principal creditors are holders and owners of 
first-mortgage 6 per cent. fifteen-year sinking fund 
bonds, issued Jan. 1, 1919, to the amount of $500,000, 
with interest unpaid amounting to $60,000, and Casper 
P. DeLore of St. Louis, holder of a $150,000 promissory 
note due since August 10, 1922. 

The largest unsecured creditor, according to the pe- 
tition, is Jose Marimon, president of the company, 
who made cash advances to the company of $726,- 
429.38. 

Secured liabilities, the, petition states, are $710,000, 
and the unsecured, $763,577.37. A minor portion of the 
unsecured claims represent various merchandise bills. 

Jose Marimon was formerly president. of the Span- 
ish Bank of Cuba, at Havana, which was liquidated 
during the depression in Cuba which followed the 
slump in sugar.. 

Under a mortgage to secure notes due last April, 
amounting to $150,000, Casper P. De Lore obtained 
possession of the plant and will produce baryites, whit- 
ing and lithopone. 





COTTONSEED OIL LEADS IN PRODUCTION 


The factory production of fats and oils (exclusive of 
refined oils and derivatives) during the three-month 
period ended Dec. 31, 1922, was as follows: Vegetable 
oils 754,337,078 pounds; fish oils 20,765,264 pounds; ani- 
mal fats 542,640,057 pounds; and_ grease 98,702,262 
pounds, a total of 1,416,445,409 pounds, according to 
Census Bureau figures. é ‘ 

Of the several kinds of fats and oils covered by the 
inquiry the greatest production, 503,441,768 pounds, ap- 
pears for cottonseed oil. Next in order are edible and 
neutral lard with 438,322,627 pounds; linseed oil with 
15,8752,986. pounds; tallow with 102,050,816 pounds; 
coconut oil with 50,460,158 pounds; and corn oil with 
28,963,763. 

The production of refined oils during the period was 
as follows: Cottonseed 396,848,990 pounds; coconut 
41,126,079 pounds; peanut 1,291,640 pounds; soya-bean 
1,587,900 pounds; corn 21,116,262 pounds; and palm- 
kernel 207,078 pounds. The quantity of crude oil used 
in the production of each of these refined oils is includ- 
ed in the figures of crude consumed. 





TO RECONSIDER OLIVE OIL FOOTS RULING 


The assessment of a ten per cent ad valorem duty 
upon imports of olive oil foots, which was ordered on 
Feb. 7 by Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Clifford, 
will be reconsidered by the Treasury Department. The 
Collector of Customs at New York has been admitting 
olive oil foots free of duty if unfit for food, or for any 
but technical or manufacturing purposes.

In a market which has been comparatively quiet, 
particularly owing to a week-end holiday intervening, 
crude drugs have registered little outside of routine 
happenings.

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URGES WORLD-WIDE OPIUM SEIZURES 


_An international agreement permitting exercise of the 
right of search, seizure, and confiscation of drugs found 
illegitimately on shipboard in the same manner that 
international law sanctions seizure and confiscation of 
contraband of war is recommended by F. R. Eldridge, 
Chief, Far Eastern Division, Department of Commerce, 
as the only practicable means to strike an effective blow 
at the international drug menace. ‘Mr. Eldridge says 
that since practically all illicit drugs finding their way 
into American consumption are smuggled into the 
country, the only effective way to handle the situation 
is through drastic control of the transit of drugs in 
international commerce. Before this is attempted cer- 
tain foreign manufacturing countries must perfect their 
control over the manutacture and distribution of drugs. 
Control of the production of crude drugs seems out of 
the question at present. Mr. Eldridge says: 

“Most of the opium used in this country originates in 
Asia Minor. This is also believed to be the source of 
much of the iilicit traffic. Certain European countries 
are the intermediaries through which these illicit drugs 
reach this country. In the case of these countries the 
local administration of any laws to govern the drug 
traffic is embarrassed by lax governmental authority. 
Some are handicapped in administering national laws 
for the control of the drug traffic by their peculiar sys- 
tem of government which it is proposed to remedy by 
constitutional amendments. 

“When the control over manufacture is perfected 
throughout the world the need for international action 
on the regulation of common carriers of drugs in peace 
time can and should be made as drastic as the rules 
of war regarding contraband. After all the world is, 
or should be, on a crusade against the illegitimate drug 
traffic, and the right of visit and search, of seizure, and 
of all other rules regarding contraband of war should 
apply with equal force.” 





Dividends of approximately $150 a month are paid on 
shares of the Lambert Pharmacal Co., manufacturing 
chemists, St. Louis, according to a final settlement 
filed in the St. Louis Probate Court by the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co., as curator for Jordan W. Lambert, 
who recently attained his majority.

Essential Oil Notes 




















The use of cinnamon leaf oil is gradually growing 
smaller judging from the quantities shipped to Eng- 
land and the United States during the past few years. 
In the New York market, it has become an inactive 
item with little or none sold. 


In 1919, 34 tons of African geranium oil were ex- 
ported from Algeria, in 1920 15 tons were shipped out, 
and in 1921 considerably less than fifteen. The land 
given over to geranium cultivation covers 3,000. acres 
of the Plain of Mitidja, Algeria. 


The use of volatile solvents for rose oil extraction is 
gaining favor in Bulgaria, and it is expected that the 
next few years will see the installation of new’ and 
modern equipment on a larger scale for this purpose. 
Although numerous attempts to modernize the Bulgar- 
ian industry have been made during the past decade, 
three wars in ten years have very effectively prevented 
improvements. 


Alcoholic preparations for toilet use, including per- 
fumes and bay rum, imported into Denmark must be 
denatured with an extract of colocynth to the amount 
of one half gram of colocynth, ‘based on dry extract 
weight, to every kilogram of finished product. The 
goods must be labelled as containing colocynth and as 
dangerous for internal use, as well as being certified to 
this condition upon passage of Customs officials. 


The White Tar Co. interests have recently purchased 
the Theo. Ricksecker Co., perfumers. The former own- 
ers were the Lightfoot Schultz Co., of Hoboken. Theo. 
Ricksecker was the first American perfumer and the 
company which bears his name was established over 
fifty years ago. Under the new ownership, the Rick- 
secker line will be enlarged and extensively advertised. 
Offices and sales rooms for the Theo. Ricksecker Co. 
will be located at 56 Vesey st., New York City. 


Oil cloves distilled from the roots of the clove trees 
is ‘being offered from Zanzibar and Pemba. The root 
oil is stated to be equal in every respect to the oil 
from the buds, being light yellow in color and of good 
odor. In eugenol content, the root oil is higher than 
that from the buds, as much as 85 or 90 per cent total 
eugenol being found in samples, of which about 70 per 
cent was free eugenol. The yield of oil from root distil- 
lations, however, is only about 6 per cent as against 20 
from the buds.

OIL ROSE CONSUMPTION CUT 50 PER CENT 


Although some roses are grown commercially for 
essence distillation in Southern France and parts of 
Asia Minor, Bulgaria has been the leader in this field 
for many years. At no time, however, has the nationa! 
production exceeded five tons annually, apparently a 
small output for any agricultural product. It must be 
remembered, however, that it takes 60,000 roses to make 
an ounce of rose essence. In 1913 around 20,000 acres 
were planted to roses with acreage curtailed in 1920 
to 11,000 acres. Some slight increase took place in 
1921 with further gains in 1922. Production in 1921 
was 55,800 ounces as compared with the pre-war (1913) 
output of 101,800 ounces. The post-war demand from 
the United States and Great Britain exceeds pre-war, 
but the industry still suffers from the dislocation of old 
trade connections with Russia and Germany by way of 
Paris. Aside from the war the industry has suffered 
through poor marketing methods. 

Various conipounds have been put on the market as 
pure Bulgarian rose essence which were either counter- 
feits or adulterations of the genuine article. It is 
notorious that for years the volume of exports has 
exceeded the entire national production. This matter 
of adulteration has been taken in hand by the newly 
formed co-operative association, according to advices 
to the U. S. Department of Commerce from Vienna, 
which sees to it that the standard of quality of Bulgarian 
rose essence put on the market by the co-operative 
associations, is fully maintained. lt is estimated that 
40 per cent of the rose gardens in Bulgaria are now 
organized co-operatively. 





ECUADOR INCREASES LUXURY TAX 


In an effort to control exchange, the exportation of 
all merchandise from Ecuador (including parcel-post 
shipments) is under license, all duties being required to 
be paid in foreign currency and all exports to be in- 
voiced with prices estimated in foreign currency by a 
decree of November 16, 1922. All foreign drafts ob- 
tained from exports must be turned over to the Gov- 
ernment through the consulting economic commission 
at a rate fixed daily by this commission. The rate is 
governed by the selling price of cocoa in the various 
markets of the world, which must range between a 
maximum price of 28 sucres and a minimum price of 22 
sucres per 100 pounds. Perfumes and face powders are 
classed as “luxury goods,” and are subject to an addi- 
tional surtax of 20 per cent.

The Consuming Industries 














COTTON DEMAND EXCEEDS PRODUCTION 

The average world production of cotton, annually, is 
16,000,000 bales, and the average consumption is 20,- 
000,000 bales. On July 31, 1922, the world stock of 
American cotton was 5,123,000 bales and world stocks 
of all kinds of cotton (including American) were 
9,536,000 bales. Adding this season’s production of 
9,964,000 bales of American cotton and 17,664,000 bales 
of all kinds, we get a total supply for the season 1922- 
23 of 15,087,000 bales of American and 27,200,000 bales 
of all kinds, says the Department of Commerce. This 
is less by about 2,250,000 bales of American and the 
same amount of all kinds of cotton than the supply of 
1921-22. 

From this total supply subtract the estimated con- 
sumption for the year 1922-23 of 12,312,000 bales of 
American and 20,579,000 of all kinds of cotton and the 
indicated carry-over on next Aug. 1, 1923, is only 
2,750,000 bales of American and 6,500,000 of all kinds. 
That is, the stocks of American cotton will have di- 
minished over 6,500,000 bales and stocks of all kinds 
over 8,000,000 bales within only two years, and will 
have reached an abnormally low total.

FRENCH TO USE THE HABER (|(PROCESS 

The plan of the French Government to operate a 
fifty million franc nitrogen and synthetic ammonia 
plant and its agreement to purchase the rights of the 
Haber patent from the German Badische Anilin Co. 
will be approved by Parliament, in the opinion of 
Government officials. The bill has survived the crit- 
icism of anti-German interests. 

Louis Loucheur, former Minister of reconstruction, 
was complimented for his success in negotiating for 
the Haber rights in 1919, for the option on which 
France paid 2,500,000 francs. The balance is to be 
paid when the factory is functioning normally. A French 
engineer has been for nine months in the Badische 
Anilin plant watching the process of manufacture. 
Under the, agreement France will be entitled to all de- 
volepments in the process for fifteen years. 

In November, 1919, a convention was entered into 
between the French minister of Industrial Reconstruc- 
tion and the Badische Anilin and Soda Falbrik, for the 
manufacture of synthetic ammonia in France by the 
Haber process. The part of the state in the prospective 
enterprise has been the subject of considerable debate, 
says Hugh H. Watson, American Consul. The text 
of the project as laid before the Finance Committee 


of the Chamber of Deputies comprises an amalgamation . 


of drafts submitted by Mr. Loucheur and Mr. Vincent 
Auriol. The Haber process provides for the manu 
facture of synthetic ammonia by the direct combina- 
tion of nitrogen and hydrogen. The manufacturing 1s 
to be done in the Toulouse powder works, a Govern- 
ment property. 

The proposed law provides for the creation of a stock 
company, known as the Societe Nationale des Produits 
Azotes. which, immediately upon the passage of the 
law, will be substituted for the national government 
as concerns the execution of the convention of 1919 
with the Badische Anilin and Soda Fabrik. The organ- 
ization will have a life of 50 years and will pay to the 
State during that period the sum of 500,000 francs 
annually. The capitalization of the Societe will be 
50,000,000 francs, of which the Government is to pro- 
vide 30,000,000 francs, and various organizations and 
the public 20,000,000 francs—in return for preferred 
stock. The venture will hardly be of interest to for- 
eign investors, as only 10,000,000 francs will be allotted 
for subscription by individuals, and this sum in per 
capita subscriptions of not to exceed 5,000 francs each. 


SALICYLATES AND HEXAMINE HIGHER 


Firmer Market in London for Ergot, Benzoate of Soda 
and Lemon Oil—Prices Are Lower on Cod Liver 
Oil, Strychnine, Cloves, Gum Tragacanth and Shellac 

(Special Cable to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) oh 
London, Feb. 14.—Trading in fine chemicals and 
drugs is quiet this week, Higher prices are asked for 
the, salicylates and hexamine. Quotations are fifmer for 
“ergot, benzoate of soda and lemon oil. $ 
The market is easier for Japanese mint_oil, Japanese 
refined camphor, and morphine preparations. Prices 
are lower on cod liver oil, strychnine, cloves, gum tra- 
gacanth and shellac. 


London, Feb. 3 (By Mail) —The drug and chem- 
ical markets have been adversely affected this week 
by the events transpiring on the Continent and the 
further very material decline in foreign exchange, 
the French rate, touching at one. time francs 73.50 and 
German marks 130,000 to the pound sterling. At this 
level the franc is worth only about one-third of its 
pre-war value of 914d. The German exchange has 
ceased to “function” and the late depreciation in the 
franc has brought about an almost complete cessa- 
tion of exports of chemicals to France. 

The drug auctions went off more favorably than 
was expected, considering the large number of cata- 
logues and the unusually large quantity of products 
which came on offer. The tendency was in some cases 
firm, but for the most part prices eased off. A few 
of the most interesting items were: 

Aloes, Curacao Selected, fetched 60s per cwt, while 
the Cape variety was in rather better demand, good 
firsts selling at 27s6d, seconds 25s being rather easier. 

Cantharides, China, is still available, 4s 9d per Ib. 
asked. 

Camphor Oil, finest white light quality is held at 
85s per cwt..in drums, included. This. package is 
rapidly taking the place of cases and tins which are 
objectionable for transhipment and general export. 

China Star Aniseed of good quality sold at 54s 6d 
and unsound without reserve at 22s6d per cwt. 

Cardamoms are very little used in this country and 
largely employed abroad. A better market is reported 
than for a year or more. Mysore of fine quality sold 
up to 5s3d per tb., medium 3s2d, small 2s9d to 2s3d 
per lb. 

Cream of Tartar—A large consignment from Spain 
fetched from 75s to 85s per cwt. according to tests 
and were offered without sererve. 

Tinnevelly Sennas were slow of sale being mostly 
common and sea damaged. Good green sold at 6d per 
Ib. medium 3d per lb. down to common yellow at 
ls %d. Pods fetched for the most part 234d per Ib. 

Ipecac, Matto Grosso, 6s3d per lb. for second quality, 
good plumper grade held at 7s which is rather above 
its value. 

Cod Liver Oil—The 1923 new catch finest steam re- 
fined non-freezing Norwegian medicinal oil is reported 
from Bergen as being of excellent quality. The market 
there is quiet at present at 83s c.i. f. per 100 kilos, bbl., 
but prices are now on*‘such a low level that very im- 
portant quantities of “Medicinal,” oil are being used 
for ipdustrial purposes in the unrefined state. This 
oil when cheap is used for illuminating purposes in 
mines, instead of lamps and candles.

Chemicals, 
drugs and oils are the chief products affected. 


In regard to fertilizers, the effect: would likely be 
greater than in drugs and chemicals. Spain has been 
a buyer of phosphate in this market to some extent. 
Recently, however, much of the Spanish business has 
been going to the African phosphate producers and the 
trade is not particularly concerned over the new tariff 
arrangement. 

American importers of Spanish products say that 
the American tariff works unfairly, but as yet its effect 
has not been sufficiently severe tooccasion much slack- 
ening of trade. Whereas a gallon of oil from abroad 
paid a duty of 40 cents formerly, it now pays 60 cents. 
On pimentos, the duty has been advanced from $1.25 
a case to $3 a case.
